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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Applicant's argument in pages 8 and 9 
that Chan does not teach a skeleton content element that includes graphical content elements and textual content elements, the Exmaner 
respectfully disagrees. Chan does teach maintaining both graphical and outline versions of text characters in col. 3 lines 36-45. Chan 
teaches in col. 3 line 62 - col. 4 line 65 that each glyph contained in the document is examined to determine if the local font resources are 
available to display each character. Then, for characters that cannot be displayed using local font resources, the font server transmits the 
graphical or text information for the client to display each charactrer as is needed. Thus Chan discloses transmitting either the graphical 
or text version of each character to the client for display. Thus, the Examiner maintains the position that the server taught by Chan stores 
both graphical and text versions of characters and transmits the appropriate resource to the client as needed. Regarding Applicant's 
argument in page 10 that the is no motivation to combine the teachings of Tso and Chan, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Both Tso 
and Chan are directed to client-server systems wherein the server provides a service for the client. Tso is directed to dynamically 
transcoding a document, such as the language of the document, for the client so that the client may view a localized version. Chan is 
directed towards the server providing graphical and text characters to the client when the client is unable to display characters with its 
local resources. One of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would have had knowledge of client-server systems and thus 
the two inventions are clearly related and would have both been known by one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention. Thus, 
the combination of the teachings of Tso and Chan would have resulted in a client-server system which dynamically translated a document 
and also provided the appropriate graphical or text characters to the client as needed by the client. 
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
